4 Talked with Mr. Herb Hoffman in the Department of Justice an 
S. 1489 about 5. nator Kenneth B. Keating's (R., N. ¥.) bill to grant to all 
U. & District Courts the authority to hear cases involving separation of 
civilian employees of the government. Mr. Hoffman said he felt the language 
of S. 1489 was vague. He also felt there were complicated questions of 
jurisdiction and venue involved. The Agency comment on this bill will be 25x11 
finalized ia the next few days. 
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
